If those 
rolls were stretched out, that is the 
six rolls used for the regular daily 
editions, they ‘would cover 30 miles 
in length. 

Every day ‘Heralds’ travel all 
over the Amverivan contiuent, We 
saw slips with the names of people 
who receive the Herald away down 
in Texas We just thought it must 
be a very good néwspaper when 
people so far away are intereted in 
it.

“Amendment of the Defence of 
Canada Act by order-in-council 
making it an offence for any em- 
ployer to engage. in any way, a 
German national, particularly in 
the vital industries. 

“That full powers be given with- 
out delay to the R. C. M. P. to ap- 
point such extra constables or of- 
ficers which the circumstances 
may, from time to time, demand. 

“That the government give the 
greatest leadership in marching 
with the Mother Country in all 
her sacrifices and efforts to hasten 
and bring this war to a satisfac- 
tory conclusion of our arms. 

“Immediate registration o f all 
rersons of foreign birth and con- 
sideration be given to the neces- 
sity of registering all persons in 
Canada with a view to ensuring the 
security of the country and -as- 
sisting in Canada’s organization for 
war. 

“That the government exert the 
greatest possible speed in the con- 
tinued organization o f Canada’s 
services for the prosecution of the 
wat. 

“That the citizens of Calgary 
fully endorse the additional efforts 
on the part of the government of 
Canada to give its greatest con- 
tribution to the Mother Country 
at this time.
